“ This means the tax rate in 
every town in Ulster County will 
be down in 1973,” Legislature 
Chairman Peter J. Savago said 
today. 
The Finance Committee, which 
met 
Friday 
to 
review 
the 
budget figures agreed to adhere 
to

5.5 
per 
cent 
federal 


guidelines for wage increases 
and also recommended that the 
county give $20,000 to the Mid- 
Hudson Libraries System and 
raise 
the 
allocation 
for 
the 
A s s o c i a t i o n for Retarded 
Children from $17.000 to $20,000. 
“ I think it is a good budget.” 
Savago said, “ we have done all 
the cutting we can do.” 
He said that final figures on 
the total appropriation have not 
been worked out yet but will 
be 
aviilable 
for 
Tuesday’s 
meeting of the Ulster County 
Legislature at which it plans 
to 
act 
on 
the 
budget.

Savago said the extra funds 
for the library system are to

The original tentative budget 
for Ulster County in 1973 was 
$32.6 million and included raises 
in excess of the 5.5 federal 
guidelines.

Agency Act of 1972. This in­

Governor. In effect, the Bond 
Bank Agency will function as 
a wholesaler for local municipal 
bonds.

(HFA) was charged with im­ 
plementation of the legislation. 
Without adding a single new 
employe. HFA is now preparing 
to have the program become 
operational. 
This legislation is a major 
step in our continuing efforts 
o achieve further economies 
and efficiencies in State and 
local government operations.

bring *it home for repair. In 
that way the cost of the pay ­ 
load is 
red uced consid erably 
because y ou know if it goes 
bad , y ou can fix it, and y ou 
d on’t have to cond uct such an 
intensive testing program 
or 
pack it with ex pensive, red un­ 
d ant eq uipm ent. 
The shuttle has a large bay 
that can accommod ate 6 5.000 
pound s of pay load . It can carry 
two pilots and 12 passengers. 
You can send ord inary people 
up with m nim um training. You 
can send them up by the d oz­ 
ens—d octors, 
researchers, sci­ 
entists, astronom ers, engineers. 
When we d evelop a space sta­ 
tion, the shuttle will be the 
ferry boat from earth. It’s a 
brand new way of d oing things 
in space. 
Q. The estim ated cost for d e­ 
veloping the shuttle is $5.15 bil­ 
lion. Will the shuttle pay for it­ 
self? 
A. Definitely . The shuttle will 
pay for itself with just the rou­ 
tine missions we know we’re 
going to have to d o. But the 
real pay off will be in the fringe 
benefits, and the ex tent of these

even foresee

now. Commercial organizations 
will want to participate. We’ll 
have the whole world using this 
because the cost of going into 
space will be inex pensive.

May be 
there will be two or three sort 
ies, with one in space, a second 
being read ied for launch and 
perhaps a third being refur­ 
bished .

Q. Will the shuttle be a step­ 
ping stone for flights to the 
planets and to establish moon 
bases? 
A. Yes, I think the shuttle 
will be the main workhorse for 
every thing we d o in space for 
the rest of this century . Before 
going bey ond earth orbit again, 
we’ll have to learn to assemble 
things 
like 
launch 
platform s 
and spaceships in orbit. I think 
that’s one of the early ty pe ex 
periments that we’ll d o with the 
¡shuttle. 
Here’s one way we can com­ 
pare the costs of the shuttle 
with the present Apollo-Saturn 
5 rocket. Four shuttle flights 
can d eliver into space more 
pay load than the Saturn 5 can. 
A Saturn 5 costs around $200 
million. 
Each 
of the 
shuttle 
'flights will cost about $10 mil­ 


lion each, a total of $40 million. 
There la no way y ou can con­ 
vince any bod y to build another 
Saturn 5 when y ou have this 
kind of capability . 
Q. When .are we likely to es­ 
tablish a moon base or send 
men to M ars? 
A. I think not before the end 
of this century if we d o it our­ 
selves. If we share the costs 
with the Soviets or others, it 
might 
be 
earlier. 
Pred icting 
more than 10, y ears ahead is 
d ifficult. But we’ll be prepared 
for any eventuality . We’ll lay 
the plans for lunar bases in 
case that’s the way we go. That 
would be easier than a Mars 
mission. But Mars is a d o able 
mission if the country , or coun­ 
tries, want to d o that. Much 
will d epend on what our un­ 
manned Viking find s when it 
land s on M ars in 19 76 . and on 
what R ussia’s unmanned land ­ 
ers find , too.

In the latest survey, com­ 
pleted last week, a majority of 
57 per cent of adults 18 and 
older said they favor the death 
penalty for persons convicted 
of 
murder. 
This 
percentage 
represents a sharp increase in 
support since March of this year 
when the figure was 50 per cent 
in favor. 
The previous high was re­ 
corded in 1953 when 68 per cent 
of all adults interviewed voted 
in favor of capital punishment. 
The following table shows the 
latest results and trend since 
1953, when the current question 
wording was first used. 
The increase in support for 
the death penalty since March 
may be due in considerable 
measure to widespread fear con­ 
cerning personal 
and 
family 
safety — the ‘‘hidden issue” in 
this year’s presidential election, 
according 
to 
G a l l u p 
Poll 
analysis. 
Survey evidence indicates that 
the proportion of voters who say 
they are afraid to go out alone 
at night in their own neighbor­ 
hoods has shown a dramatic in­ 
crease in recent years. It is 
especially high in cities over 1 
million in population but even 
in smaller cities it has reached 
a high level. 
Voters throughout the nation 
feel that crime has increased

Using the State University 
College at New Paltz as a base 
of operations, an archeological 
field 
school of students and 
faculty 
entered 
the 
Wallkill 
River Valley this past summer 
in hopes of unearthing traces of 
past civilizations. 
Leonard Eisenberg, assistant 
professor of anthropology at the 
State University College at New 
Paltz, 
along 
with 
Professor 
Howard Winters of New York 
University, directed a total of 
seven ex cavations; two of these 


evolved into major finds for the 
area. The sum m er’s work rep­ 
resents the first two entries into 
the 
archeological 
records 
of 
Wallkill. 
The first major unit of the 
seven was the opening up of a 
cleared pasture. This particular 
“dig” disclosed more than five 
occupations by primitives, rang­ 
ing in time as far back as 5000 
B.C. through 1000 B.C. Many 
artifacts that were found indi­ 
cate the intelligence of the oc­ 
cupants and the degree in de­ 
velopment of their skills and 


crafts. The knives and scrapers 
that were found were used to 
kill and clean fresh meat. Some 
projectile points were found; 
these are atalato points (dart 
points thrown with a throwing 
stick) and stones carved to fit 
primitive bows and slings. Many 
facts about our ancient Ameri­ 
cans can be determined by the 
study of these items. For in­ 
stance, the found implements 
show that by 5000 B.C. these 
men had found a way to kill 
animals for food and it can be 
logically 
assumed that these 
ancient hunters used the same 
tools in hunting and killing the 
animal as in cleaning and eat­ 
ing it. 
Various other articles were 
found on this first site. Ham- 
merstones and pebble manas 
were tools used to grind seeds 
and plants such as corn into 
fine powders; perhaps this was 
in the process of making a type 
of bread or cake. A large col­ 
lection of fire-cracked rock was 
found. These are fragments of 
whole stones that the primitives 
heated on a fire then tossed 
into an animal-skin bag along 
with food and water. When the 
rocks contacted the cold water 
they split into fragments and 
boiled the water. 
By analyzing these articles, 
the field school made an as­ 
sumption that this site was an 
ex tension of a larger base camp 
within the vicinity of Wallkill;

Inner and Outer Energ y

“ Energ y ’* is a wo rd that means so mething slig htly differ­ 


ent to all o f iis. To many , energ y is what y o u do n’t hav e 
any o f after spending all day Saturday buy ing Christmas 
g ifts. If y o u’re into diet, y o u may think o f energ y in terms 
o f the number o f calo ries that y o u burn up each day in y o ur 
activ ities. I f y o u are interested in electricity , y o u are aware 
o f the v ast po wer o f electrical energ y , and if y o u are o n a 
science trip, y o u kno w that energ y is 
a measurement o f the 
capacity to do wo rk. 
That last is a pretty g o o d definitio n— ho wev er lo o sely 
o r.e has to define the term “ wo rk.” (W e’v e all ex perienced at 
least o ne o ccasio n when we were to o tired to pry the math 
bo o k o pen, but reco v ered o ur energ y miraculo usly when we 
remembered the big party was to nig ht.) Energ y is the ability 
to g et thing s acco mplished. 
Science to day is admitting that there i* a lo t abo ut energ y 
that is no t fullv understo o d. Bo dily energ y , electrical energ y , 
ato mic energ y , and heat energ y are all fairly simple to g rasp. 
At least, ev ery o ne ag rees that they ex ist, and ev idence o f 
their po wer is readily o bserv able. But what abo ut ty pes o f 
energ y which may no t ev en ex ist? 
Here, fo r instance, we hav e mental energ y . Ho w, ex actly , 
do es mental energ y tie in with a human's need fo r calo ries? 
Mo st do cto rs say that a student sitting wrestling with to ug h 
alg ebra pro blem is using up the same number o f calo ries as 
a student sitting resting in fro nt o f the fireplace. 
Others 
aren’t so sure. Why do es the student who has just finished a 
g rueling test feel as weary and shaky as a maratho n runner 
after a race? There are sev eral ex planatio ns, but o ne thing is 
o bv io us— mental as well as phy sical wo rk uses tremendo us 
energ y , altho ug h perhaps o f a different nature. 
So me speculato rs carry the tho ug hts a step further. W hat 
are the limits o f mental energ y ? Is tho ug h limited to pro blem 
so lv ing , creativ e wo rk, and planning ? Or do es the mind hav e 
abilities to use its av ailable energ y in way s mo st o f ua do n’t 
use? 
Mo st co mmo nly speculated abo ut is ex tra-sen so ry -per- 
ceptio n, o r ESP. 
Believ ers po int o ut that o nly a co uple o f 
centuries ag o , the uses o f radio wav es, TV receptio n, the 
telepho ne, and reco rded music were bey o nd the wildest 
dreams o f mo st “ practical” peo ple. 
Co uld it be that o ur 
g randchildren will reg ard co mmunicatio n by ESP as an* 
ev ery day o ccurence? 
And if tho ug hts can influence the 
tho ug hts o f o thers, as in ESP, are there o ther po ssibilities 
fo r the use o f mental energ y ? 
Fo r instance, is it true that 
mental energ y alo ne can mo v e inanimate o bjects? 
There 
are tho se who claim to hav e “ po wers o f lev itatio n.” Mo st o f 
them are pro bably quacks, but co uld it be that so me o f them 
kno w- so mething the rest o f us will find o ut in a century o r 
two ? 
Can o ne perso n’s mental energ ies influence the tho ug hts, 
actio ns, o r liv es o f o ther peo ple? This is • basic premise o f 
so me fo rms o f witchcraft. It is a kno wn scientific principal 
that “ fo r ev erv actio n there is a equal and o ppo site reactio n” 
but ho w far-reaching can applicatio ns o f this principle be 
made? 
Is it po ssible that, as humans liv e, they influence 
their liv es in the future? 
Co uld it he that when we try to 
harm o thers, the energ y returns later to harm us, o r that the 
g o o d we do to o thers returns as g o o d to us? Many Eastern 
relig io ns are based o n v ariatio ns o f that theo ry . 
Ho w much po wer can the human mind fo cus o n o ne 
po int? We all kno w that the hent o f the sun’s ray s may no t 
ev en be eno ug h to warm a ro o m, but, if fo cused o n o ne po int 
with a lens it can start a fire. Usually o ur mental energ y is 
scattered o v er hundreds o f thing s, but what wo uld happen 
if a human were able to co ncentrate ev ery bit o f mental 
energ y av ailable at o ne g o al? 
Clearly , mo st speculatio n abo ut the lesser-kno wn fo rms 
o f energ y , must, at this po int, remain far-fetched. 
When 
mankind is dealing with thing s that canno t be seen, meas­ 
ured, o r tested, it tends to be sceptical. So mewhere, in so me 
jung le v alley , a wiseman is still telling his students, “ If the 
Great Po wer meant us to fly , h« ’d hav e g iv en us wing s.” 
Instead, He g av e us a mind, so we co uld make o ur o wn 
wing s. And alway s find new skies to fly in.

m and." wh ich h ave been part 
of th e Women s Lib movement, 
now are also a part of th e 
“teen liberation’’ movement. 
“ As th ey see it,” Irwin said, 
"an 
integral 
part 
of 
sex ual 
freedom is th e righ t of access 
to effective meth ods of avoiding 
unwanted pregnancies." 
Sex is not th e only area th at 
causes difficulty or controver­ 
sy . Irwin cited statistics from 
th e 
American 
Public 
Health 
Association th at sh ow patients 
under 20 account for one-th ird 
of 
th e 
work 
of 
outpatient 
psy ch iatric clinics. 
"And

sh arp 
increase 
is 
predicted in th e relative num 
ber of y oung people in mental 
h ospitals,“ h e said.

“ Th e current trend, h owever, 
is 
toward 
community

tance of socio-medical care for 
minors,” Irwin said. He added 
th at both legislative and court 
decisions h ave begun to stress

righ ts, 
including constitutional righ ts." 
In some states, Irwin said, if 
a parent refuses to agree to a 
ch ild’s needed treatm ent, th e 
state will allow it." “ Catch ing 
on in state legislatures is an 
approach , generally term ed th e 
h ealth services to minors act, 
under wh ich a minor can go to

or

trol information. 
But. Irwin said, th is liberaliz­ 
ing legislative trend also h as 
generated opposition from peo­ 
ple wh o see it “as th reatening 
th e prim acy of th e fam ily ."

Last month m arked the 400th 
anniversary of the death of an 
unabashed m ale chauvinist who 
becam e 
one 
of 
the 
most 
fearless leaders of the P rote s­ 
tan Reformation. 
His nam e was John Knox. 
A disciple and close friend of 
G eneva’s 
g reat 
John 
Calvin, 
Knox established Protestantism 
in his native land of Scotland 
over the vehem ent objections of 
his Catholic Queen Mary . 
Knox was a blunt spoken man 
and few. including Mary , could 
have been in doubt whom he 
had in mind when he published 
a pamphlet in 1558 under the 
title: 
“ First 
Blast 
of 
the 
Trum pet Ag ainst the Monstrous 


¡Reg iment . (g overnment) 
of 
Women” . 
I 
In this polemic, he expounded 
I a view that was as unpopular 
with M ary then as it is with 
Kate Millett today : 
“ To 
promote 
a 
woman 
to 
bear 
rule 
above 
any 
realm, | 
nation or city is repug nant to 
nature, 
contumely 
to God, 
a 
thing m ost conlrarious to His 
revealed will, and a subversion 
of 
g ood 
order, 
equity 
and 
justice.” 
By contem porary standards, 
Knox 
also 
qualified 
as 
a 
relig ious big ot. He soug ht not 
merely to make Protestantism 
suprem e in Scotland, but to ban 
totally 
the 
practice 
of 
the 
Catholic faith. 
Actually , 
Knox 
broug ht 
off 
the 
relig ious 
revolution 
in 


Scotland 
with 
less 
bloodshed 
than any other country . Only 
two Catholics were put to death 
for fidelity to their faith after 
Protestantism g ained ascendan­ 
c y in Scotland. 
In one respect, at least, Knox 
was in accord with the temper 
of our time and far ahead of 
'his own. He insisted on lay men 
play ing a m ajor role in the life 
of the church and its g overn­ 
ment. 
He devised the presby terial 
form of church g overnment, in 
which 
power 
resides 
in 
a 
presby tery 
to 
w’hich 
each 
church sends its pastor and one 
lay m an elected by the cong re­ 
g ation. Thus laity has a vote 
and voice equal to that of the 
clerg y . 
This form of g overnm ent has 


been retained to this day by the 
“ P resby terian” churches which 
cam e 
to 
America 
with 
the 
earliest Scottish settlers. Pres 
by terians today comprise one of 
the 
larg est 
Am erican Protes­ 
tant families. 
Knox 
also 
was 
a 
pioneer 
advocate of free public educa­ 
tion. He soug ht to establish a 
school 
in 
every 
parish 
that 
would be open to all students, 
without 
reg ard 
to 
wealth 
or 
social status. 
At 
his 
funeral 
on 
a 
g ray 
November day in 157 2, the Earl 
of 
Morton, 
reg ent 
to 
King 
Ja m e s VI and veteran of m any 
a clash with Knox, g ave him 
the epitaph he probably would 
have cherished most: 
“ There lies 'one

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The Loss of the Steamboat ‘Sunnyside’at West Park 
By CAPT. WM. O. BENSON 
When 
steamboating 
on 
the 
Hudson River was at its peak, 
there were a number of fatal 
accidents caused by fires and 
collisions. One that was brought 
about by another cause — ice 
— occurred nearly a hundred 
years ago when the steamboat 
• Sunnyside*’ was lost at West 
Park on the morning of Dec. 
I. 1875. 
George W. Murdock, an old 
t i m e 
steamboat 
engineer, 
during the latter part of his life 
resided on 
Aburyn Street in 
Ponckhockie. He was one of the 
most interesting people I have 
ever 
known 
and 
before 
his 
death at the age of 87 in 1940, 
I used to visit him often. He 
had been a fireman aboard the 
"Sunnyside” the night she was 
lost and related the details of 
the accident to me. 
The ‘ ‘ S u n n y s i d e ” had 
originally been built in 1866. 
with 
a 
sister steamboat the 
"Sleepy Hollow,” to run on a 
new line between Ossining and 
New 
York. 
Apparently, 
the 
venture did not succeed for in 
1867 
the 
"Sunnyside” 
was 
placed on a run to Newburgh 
and at the end of the season 
was layed up. In 1870, she was 
purchased at a public auction 
by Joseph Cornell and a Captain 
Black 
for 
$45,000 
and 
they 


added state rooms and con­ 
verted the steamboat to a night 
boat. 
A New Line 
Under her new owners, the 
Sunnyside” first ran on a line 
to 
Catskill 
and 
Coxsackie. 
During the winter of 
1871-72, 
Joseph Cornell, George Horton 
and Thomas Abrams organized 
a new line called the Citizens’ 
Line to run between New York 
and 
Troy. 
They 
placed 
the 
steamboats 
“Sunnyside” 
and 
"Thomas Powell” in the new 
service. 
The “Sunnyside” seemed to 
be plagued by misfortune. In 
May 1874, she hit the Congress 
Street bridge at Troy, stove a 
hole in her port boiler and a 
man was scalded to death. In 
November of the same year, 
she 
ran 
on 
Fish house 
bar 
between Troy and Albany and 
almost sank. In August 1875, 
fire broke out in bales of cotton 
destined 
for 
Troy. 
Prompt 
action by the crew kept the fire 
under control, with the burning 
cotton 
bales 
being 
pushed 
overboard. 
Then 
came 
the 
end 
of 
November 1875. On Nov. 29. the 
"Sunnyside” left her New York 
pier on a regular up trip to 
Troy. 
The 
tem peratures 
had 
been in the low 40’s, but on 
the 
trip 
up 
river 
the ther­ 


mometer plummeted downward 
towards the zero mark. Thin ice 
was encountered off Kingston. 
Arriving at Troy at 8 a.m. on 
Nov. 
30, 
it was decided to 
u n l o a d 
the 
"Sunnsyside’s” 
freight as soon as possible and 
head 
the 
steamboat 
back 
towards New York to lay up 
for the winter. All during the 
day, the temperatures hovered 
around zero. 
At approximately 2 p.m. on 
the afternoon of Nov. 30. the 
"Sunnyside” left her dock at 
Troy. Ice was forming in the 
river, 
but 
was 
still 
drifting 
between Troy and Stuyvesant. 
Off Stuyvesant, solid ice was 
encountered where the towboat 
"N iagara” was ice bound with 
a 
tow 
of 
canal 
boats 
and 
schooners, caught in the sudden 
freeze. The "Sunnyside" backed 
and 
filled 
several 
times 
to 
break out the "N iagara” and 
her tow. 
Fast Forming Ice 
The "Sunnyside” continued on 
her way down river, pounding 
through the fast forming ice 
fields. When off Barrytown in 
the 
east 
channel, 
it 
was 
discovered she was leaking and 
the pumps were started to take 
the 
water 
out. 
Off 
Esopus 
Island, the "Sunnyside” ran out 
of solid ice and into open water. 
But, 
instead of her troubles 


being behind her, they wen 
starting in earnest. 
The new ice was sharp a: 
a 
knife. It worked into 
th< 
seams and took out the oakun 
caulking. 
As 
long 
as 
Uh 
Sunnyside” 
w a s 
movinf 
Hi rough the ice, the ice stayed 
in the seams and in a small 
hole in her port bow m ade bj 
the heavy ice off Stuyvesant 
Once she got in open water, 
the water washed the ice oui 
of her seams and she began 
to take in more water than the 
pumps could handle. It was now 
about 1:30 a.m. on Dec. I and 
the thermometer had 
dipped 
below zero. 
It was decided to try and 
beach the "Sunnyside” at West 
Park, 
if 
possible 
at 
the 
steamboat dock. When she was 
driven up on the rocky shore, 
unfortunately she slid back off 
and the flood tide carried her 
bow around so she sank with 
only about 40 ft. her top deck 
exposed. 
Tile boats were put over and 
the first one was sent to shore 
in 
charge 
of 
Mate 
Jacob 
Burhonce. There was a great 
deal of drift ice along the shore 
and the ill luck that dogged the 
' Sunnyside” persisted, for this 
boat capsized throwing the

A century and a quarter ago,

usually meant roast goose and 
pickled oysters, candied sweet 
potatoes,

vegetables, mincemeats, cakes 
and cookies (rf many varieties. 
Porcelain Set Table 
This year, as she has for the 
past four holiday seasons, Mrs. 
Beery will use the Sunnyside 
kitchen, equipped now just as 
it 
was 
before 
Lincoln 
was 
president, 
to cook 
and 
bake 
seasonal 
dishes 
and 
desserts 
that were rooted 
in 
Irving’s 
time. Some of them 
will be 
displayed for visitors on the! 
dining room table, which will 
be set for dessert with Irving’s 
own French porcelain dishes, 
and encircled by a red satin 
ribbon tied in bows at each 
corner, as was the custom then 
kl many homes.

The

with a wood stove is judging 
the heat which usually takes at 
least an hour to build up and 
varies widely. Soft woods burn 
more quickly, but hard woods, 
difficult to get burning, 
last 
longer and give off a more even 
heat. With no automatic gauges 
or dials to guide her, 
Mrs. 
I Beery estimates the degree of 
heat by judging the redness of 
the iron top of the stove. A 
rosy red is best. 
“For 
baikng,” 
Mrs, 
Beery 
reports, ‘‘I just stick my hare 
arm inside the oven. If I can 
count to 30 at the same pace, 
and still not have to pull my 
arm out, then it is not hot 
enough for bread.” 
To cook a full-course meal, 
wood usually has to he fed into 
the stove at least five different 
times. The cast iron sink and 
work table in tile kitchen are 
both very low, as are the oven 
doors.

Hanukkah Is a Happy Jewish Holiday 


Lighting the Hanukkah candles is an Important event! The candle she is holding is called the Shorn«.!. 


. Hanukkah (HAH-noo-kah) 
is a Jewish holiday that 
started on December 1 and 
will last for eight joy-filled 
days.Jt is called the “Feast of 


It is a very important Jewish 
holiday. It marks the world’s 
very first fight for religious 
freedom, some twenty-one 
hundred years ago. 
During Hanukkah, Jewish 
boys and girls observe many 
customs. 
^ They light candles in the 
Menorah (ME-NO-rah). This 
is a special candlestick, that 
holds eight candles with one 
place left over to put the 
Shamash (SHAH-mash).The 
Shamash is the candle that 
lights all the other candles. On 
the first night of Hanukkah, 
one candle will be lit. On the 
second night, two candles will 
be lit. This goes on for eight 
happy nights. The candles 
burn until they go out. New 
candles are used each night. 
The Jewish people exchange 
gifts during Hanukkah. Some 
times they give all the gifts on 
one night. Sometimes they 
give gifts every night during 
the celebration. 
They also sing Hanukkah 
songs and play games. 
( 
They play with a special top 
called a Dreidel (DRA-dle). 
The Dreidel goes back to an­ 
cient times when the Jews 
were not permitted to worship 
as they pleased. They would 
gather in secret, and someone 
would preach. If an enemy 
approached, they would get 
out a Dreidel and start play­ 
ing. In this way the soldier did I 
not know what they were 
really doing. 
The boys and girls also get 
gifts of money during Hanu­ 
kkah. The money is called 
Gelt.
